We are all for unemployment insurance and fully 
realize that our economy would often be near a col¬ 
lapse without it. At the same time, it has been con¬ 
tinually brought to our attention that there are far 
too many “free rides” being taken on the unemploy¬ 
ment insurance band wagon. Observers have told us 
that the number of deliberately planned free riders 
year after year in Canada climb into brackets away 
above the hundred thousand mark. This makes Can¬ 
ada’s unemployment situation look worse than it really 
is. These men go out in the summer and work for six 
to seven months, then return to the population centres 
and immediately apply for unemployment insurance 
benefits. They withdraw to a complacent, comfortable 
lackadaisical existence till the spring thaw. It would 
be interesting to see the results of a survey on this 
situation. All this puts an unhappy burden on workers 
and businesses who operate without the need for 
unemployment insurance.

Automatic Devices of many kinds are now a com¬ 
monplace in offices and factories, regarded with fear 
or awe or indifference according to the temperaments 
of the viewers. The fear and awe arise from the fact 
that the machines seem so inhuman while they per¬ 
form human functions. They do the work for which 
they are designed tirelessly, demanding neither food, 
nor recreation, nor increased wages, nor fringe bene¬ 
fits. They are not versatile, but their performance in 
a single job is generally swifter and more accurate 
than human performance in the same task would be. 

When the work of an automatic monster is merely 
turning out a number of stampings it can be easily 
checked by human overseers; but what about the more 
complicated electronic devices ? It is said, and one must 
accept the statement on faith, that one of the large 
electronic computers can solve in a few hours equa¬ 
tions that would require the work of a human calcu¬ 
lator for a hundred years. But the question arises: 
“Who knows that the machine’s answer is right and 
how does he test it?” 

It may be that some of the failures in launching 
rockets into outer space have been attributable to 
errors by the machines that have made the necessary 
calculations for the proposed flights. It is known that 
machines can make mistakes, and when they do their 
errors are spectacular. There was the case a few 
months ago of a man who received several thousand 
copies of a magazine, because something went wrong 
with the addressing machine. And every now and then 
irreverent chuckles are elicited when a taxpayer re¬ 
ceives a $10,000,000 cheque from a government 
cheque-writer, instead of the $10 refund to which he 
is entitled. —The Printed Word

Contract Farming View 
Receives Wide Criticism 


The statement made recently by 
the Minister of Agriculture for 
Nova Scotia to members of the 
Halifax Board of Trade takes us 
utterly by surprise. If he is report¬ 
ed correctly, he appealed to busi¬ 
ness men “to Invest some of your 
profits in agriculture either by 
way of investment loans or as a 
profitable sideline." 

He suggests, in short, that busi¬ 
ness men enter into a program of 
contract' farming In which they 
would supply stock, finance feed

and seed supplies, find markets 
and fix prices for the produce that 
farmers would raise for them. The 
farmers, under contract to these 
business men, would provide their 
facilities, their skills and their 
labor in producing the stock and 
crops. 

Some farmers might object to 
losing their- independence, he is 
quoted as saying, but the interven¬ 
tion of business would help them 
to raise their income. 

This astonishing proposal to aid 
farmers — considering its source— 
brings to mind the story of the 
elephant who, seeing a brood of 
motherless chickens, said: “I will 
be a mother to the poor little 
things.” Whereupon It lay down 
upon them to keep them warm and 
quickly obliterated the hapless 
brood. 

We cannot share the Minister’s 
belief that contract farming oper¬ 
ated by business men “as a profit¬ 
able sideline” will ultimately help 
the farmer. Kven reputable busi¬ 
ness leaders have no such illusion. 
“Contract farming is against every 
concept of democracy," A. V. 
Schollard, egg department man¬ 
ager of Sateway Stores Incorpor¬ 
ated said recently. Safeway, a large 
grocery chain egg buyer, buys its 
egg supplies from 8,317 producers 
who actually own' their own birds. 
This company has turned down a 
deal' proposed by a feed company 
to enter a contract farming ar¬ 
rangement for its eggs. 

The Wall Street Journal In a re¬ 
cent article on contract farming 
plainly looks at it from the point 
of view of business men: 

“This innovation (contract farm¬ 
ing) in egg-making and selling is 
proving an irresistable lure for a 
lot of folks who never see an egg 
except sunny side up. Attracted by 
the prospects of tidy profits, 
bankers, seed men and other busi¬ 
ness men are turning up in the 
anomolous role of egg con¬ 
tractors.” 

And lest farmers still harbor any 
Illusions about agricultural wel¬ 
fare work on the part f bt 
financiers, here is a perfectly 
honest statement made this month 
by Vice-President Gaylord A. Free¬ 
man of the First National Bank of 
Chicago: 

“The goal of a business corpora¬ 
tion is to make a profit. The only 
goal of a business corporation is to 
make a profit More fully, the only 
goal of a business corporation is to 
make the maximum possible profit. 
Completely, the only goal of a 
business corporation is to make 
the maximum profit over a .long 
period.” 

What leads the Minister of Agri¬ 
culture to think that/farmers can 
prosper under business men who, 
generally speaking, subscribe to 
this philisophy — if one can 
dignify it by calling it a philo¬ 
sophy? 

We insist that there is an alter¬ 
native to the surrendering of agri¬ 
culture to big business interests. It 
is that farmers themselves become 
big by joining, owning and 
strengthening their co-operatives 
to take care of their own major 
needs as producers: marketing and 
•processing facilities, production 
supplies and services with a pack¬ 
aged program of credit, technical 
assistance and other services. Thus 
the profits accruing to the industry 
will flow back to the farmers. It 
may be difficult long-term process, 
but It Is the only way of retaining 
farming for farmers.

“STERLING” AND 
OTHER SILVERWARE 

The word "sterling” needs little 
explanation for most of us. The re¬ 
spect we have acquired for It in 
connection with fine silver has 
made it a popular adjective in our 
vocabulary for describing any¬ 
thing fine and genuine. Sterling is 
often referred to as a solid sliver, 
but technically this is not quite 
true. Pure silver alone Is too soft 
for everyday use and an alloy, 
usually copper, is used to give 
silver added wearing qualities. A 
United States law passed In 1907 
set the proportions to be used in 
all "sterling” and they remain the 
same today. Silver plate on the 
other hand, is holloware or flat- 
ware made of a non - precious 
metal, with an outer covering of 
pure silver applied by the electro¬ 
plating process.
